SRO 18(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 13 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 
1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the 
National Cadet Corps Rules 1948, namely :— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the National 

Cadet Corps (V Amendment) Rules, 
1985. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the National Codet Corps Rules, 1948:— 

(a) for Part IX, the following Part shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“PART IX 

PAY AND ALLOWANCES 

35-A, PAY—SENIOR DIVISION OFFICERS— 
Every Officer Commissioned in the National Cadet 
Corps and posted to Unit of the Senior Division 
shall be entitled :— 

(a) to receive pay of rank as specified in sub- 
paragraph (a) of paragraph 1 of Schedule 
II for every day, not exceeding 15 days 
in all, actually spent in the annual train¬ 
ing camp; and for periods of actual at¬ 
tendance at the Combined Cadre and 
Social Service Camps and at authorised 
courses of instructions in the Armed For¬ 
ces Schools, Training Establishments and 
with Armed Forces Units, including 
intervening Sundays and holidays. 
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Note : A cadet appointed to a Unit or part thereof 
of the senior Division shall not be entitled 
to pay.

(b) An allowance of Rs. 12 per day of actual 
attendance at the Annual Training Camp or Cruise, 
at Combined Cadre and Social Service Camps or 
Cruise and at authorised courses of instructions other 
than pre-commission training in Armed Forces Schools 
with Armed Forces Units, provided the Officers con¬ 
cerned live, mess and sleep in camp or in an offi¬ 
cial Mess or on Boardship as the case may be. 
Dearness allowance at present admissible to officers 
will be discontinued. 

(c) Free conveyance or cost of conveyance by rail 
in first class or actual fare by public bus or 35p per

Officers of the State Government for purpose of grant 
of daily and Travelling allowance. 

3. CADETS : (a) An allowance @Rs. 10 per cadet 
per diem for every day of actual attendance in camp 
provided the cadets concerned live, mess and sleep in 
camp. 

(b) Such allowance as may be specified by the State 
Government, when undergoing further service training 
under rule 33 and rule 33-A. 

(c) Free conveyance or cost of conveyance by rail 
in second class or actual far e by public bus or 35

(h) Washing and polishing allowance at the rate of 
Rs. 2 per cadet per month shall he paid for six 
months to Senior Wing Cadets and for eight months 
to Junior Wing Cadets in a year. 

(j) NCC Cadets of both Senior and Junior Wing 
shall be paid refreshment allowance at the rate of 
50 paise (fifty paise) only per parade of 40 minutes 
duration. 

3-A. The allowances for all types of camps for all 
officers and cadets, posted or appointed to a Unit, 
shall be paid in the case of a Senior Wing Unit to 
the Commanding Officer, and in the case of a Junior 
Wing Unit to the Officer placed in command of that 
Unit. 

4. PERSONS SELECTED FOR PRE-COMMTS- 
SION TRAINING.-—A person selected for training 
as Officer for the Senior and Junior Wing will be 
entitled to an allowance of Rs. 14 per day, for every 
day attachment to the Armed Forces Units or to any 
training establishment of National Cadet Corps, in¬ 
cluding intervening Sundays and Holidays, 

(b) A person selected for training as an officer for 
the Senior Wing and a person selected for training 
as an officer for the Junior Wing will be entitled to 
one 1st class rail fare, by the shortest route, or 
actual expenditure incurred in travelling by road bet¬ 
ween stations not connected by rail, subject to the 
limitation laid down in the note to sub-paragruph (c) 
of paragraph 4 while proceeding for preliminary ser¬ 
vice training to an Armed Forces Unit from the town 
in which the college or school to which the person 
belongs is located. A similar allowance will be paid 
for the return journey. 

Notd : If a person is ordered to proceed on such 
preliminary military, training during vaca¬ 
tion this travelling allowance shall be paid 
from his|her place of residence. 

(c) Daily allowance, at the rate specified below, 
shall be paid to a person, selected for training as an 
officer of the Senior and Junior Wing, undertaking 
a journey under sub-para (b), from the time the 
journey begins to the time it ends for each of the 
Miward and return journey, except that no daily 
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allowance shall be admissible for journeys of less 
than 6 hours and 70 per cent of the daily allowance 
shall be admissible for journeys exceeding 6 hours but 
no exceeding 12 hours while for journeys of longer 
duration full daily allowance shall be admissible for 
every 24 hours. For parts of 24 hours in excess bf

Note 2 : When a combined journey by rail and road 
is undertaken, the daily allowance admis¬ 
sible shall be regulated on the basis of the 
total time taken for the completion of the 
combined journey. 

(d) The outfit allowance referred to in clause (b) 
of rule 34-A and 34-B shall be placed at the disposal 
of the respective Directors, National Cadet Corps of 
the Officer-cadets selected for pre-commission train¬ 
ing. The Dy. Director Generals, National Cadet 
Corps shall take necessary action to equip the officer 
cadet with the items of uniforms required. The un¬ 
expanded portion of this allowance shall be : 

(i) handed over to the officer-cadets on their 

being granted a commission; or 

(ii) refunded to the State in case they are not 
granted a commission. 

On commissioning, articles of clothing and neces¬ 
saries purchased from this allowance shall become 
the personal property of the NCC Officers. Such 
articles shall, however, be withdrawn from the 
officer cadets who resign from the National Cadet 
Corps or who are removed or withdrawn prior to 
commissioning. The articles withdrawn shall be 
auctioned and the proceeds credited to the States. 

5. Officers and Cadets, when travelling to and 
from camps, will be sanctioned travelling allowance 
amounting to actual expenditure incurred limited to 
First class railway fare in the case of NCC Officers 
and second class railway fare in the case of NCC 
Cadets.” .
